'partlsan league has done elsewhere are honestly 
of the opinion that It would be a bad thing, a 
disastrous thins for the state, 


But a year has passed—that menace has been 


known; those who aro beginning to talk now be- 
cause personal interests are at stake- or soon will 
be, aro awakening to the need of organization to 
meet the league. In .this It has been a. case- of a 
little inoro sleep. Immediately after th'e election. 
last year, the Gazette warned the people of the 
state that the campaign for the nonpartisan league 
was-3«Bt at hand—it had not begun, and that It 
was an everlasti2g"campi-.ign. The league Is in 
politics 365 days and a few hours each year. Tho 
Gazette too, backed up Its contention lhat the 
nonpartisan league government was not a good 
.thing for a state, Its far.rr.ing. Its industrial or Its 
business generally, b,y publishing many things con- 
cerning the league, supported by evidence In all 
cases cited. 
An abortive attempt was made to 


organize clubs In each county whose purpose it 
was ±o carry on a campaign of education to com- 


Bosidcs that, a lot ot people came who didn'l 
.really appreciate poetry at all. 
So a circle was 


organized, and now there is another. mectinR- even-- 
week to which only the really elect are admitted. 
At least, so they say. 


This reading, circle seems to consist chiefly of 


poets oC whom, the world at large has not yet 
heard, although there are one or two of them who 
publish regularly. 
It Includes some poets and 


poetesses who have never even tried to publish 
their works—who seem to have scorned the pub- 
lic so far. 
Among these is a woman who calls 


her poems collectively "Dishpan Lyrics." 
She is 


a woman who has spent most of her life cooking 
and washing dishes, so they say. and she has put 
into pulsing meter the thought? and emotions, 
the rebellions and hopes of the housewife tied to 
humblo tasks, escaping "only in her Imarrination.

Whether this little shop is ream- a nest of un- 


published genius or not. it is certainly one more 
center of intellectual aspiration in the greatest 
business pl^ce of the TVcst. It is one more court 
of beauty in the city of beet, one moru phase of 
the strange process by which the city that typi- 
fies American commercialism and money lust at 
its most intense, is also becoming a city of poets, 
painters and dreamers, a city 
in 
which 
.the 


aesthetic Impulse is seeu in its most rarefied and 
extravagant forms. 


Perhaps tho phenomenon is not really myster- 


ious, either. 
Perhaps it is partly a matter of 


action and reaction. 
Chicago is (the place where 


the great Industrial push, which has used most 
of -America's energy for half a century, reached 
Its greatest power. 
It may be only natural that 


hero the reaction against commercialism should 
be most marked and extreme. 


Then, too, the course of intellectual empire in 


America seems now to he moving westward. 
A 


hundred yearsN ago Boston was the Intellectual 
center of America. 
Then it. shitted to New York. 


It probably remains there, hut Xew Tork is more 
and more becoming a mere market for literary 
wares, while the people that make them seem 
more and more to bo westeners, and especially 
middle westerners. 


A generation ago poets and artists generally 


were as scarce along the Chicago river as fish in 
the Sahara. Then a group of'newspapermen gath- 
ered there which included several poets of real 
merit and at least one good novelist. This group 
broke up and most ot its members became mere 
popular writers. 
It is only within'the last few 


years, with the rise of the 
so-called 
Chicago 


school of poets, that the great beef town has be- 
gun to get a highbrow reputation. 


In part this reputation has been wished upon 


Chicago. H. L. Henckon, the eminent critic, im- 
pressed by the fact that nearly all of our worth- 
while contemporary novelists have at some time 
lived In Chicago, announced to the world that Chi- 
cago was becoming the literary capital ot the 
western hemisphere. He published this statement 
not only here, but in a leading London weekly. 
Tho cry was taken up by others. 
No doubt the 


case for Chicago as a center of intellectual activ- 
ity has been considerably overdrawn. 
The Chi- 


cago highbrows are after all a small group or, a 
few small groups.

Lewis was born in Ireland, but ho

:an than the frontiersmen lie led. He 
fought with George Washington in 
the French and Indian war and he 
becama one of tho greatest leaders 
of tna colonial troops. 
He was six 


feet two inches tall and powerful. 


Lewis was chosen by Lord Dun- 


more in 1774 to lead a picked body ot 
men against the Shawnocs while Dun-- 
more attacked them fro.-n another di- 
rection. 
Chief Cornstai;. knew the 


two armies were coming and decided 
to defeat one before the other could 
join it—a favorite trick of Napoleon. 


The Shawnees attacked Lewis' army 


early one morning. Lewis had taken 
out "his pipe when tha first shot was 
Bred. He coolly finished lighting his 
pipa and then gave the orders to his 
men, who rushed to meet the Indians.

ing, up almost spontaneously in the 
late '-60s, at first vague of form and 
nebulous of purpose, it overran the 
whole of the South in a few months, 
rose to heights of unquestioned p6w- 
er and then officially vanished from 
the scene ns mysteriously and com- 
pletely as though it had never exist- 
ed. 
For years after little or noth- 


ing wa» known of the inner -/ork- 
ings of the

If on j/ Never Set Service, Scing Ruined By' Neglect 


feARLY EVERY MOTORIST CARRIES one, or more extra Inner 
[•tubes, even if his "ready-Hated" tire and rim equipment is ample. 
f Oftentimes, these reserve tubes are. not required tor months at. a 


i time and lie idle, somewhere about the car, but when they are' 


wanted, they .ire usually wanted badly and too often are then found in 
unserviceable condition, through neglect. 
Spare, tube should be kept-- 


- in one of the 'Oilproof enamel-cloth bags, specially made for this purpose 


ar.d not loose in the toolbox or under the seat and they should be properly 
folded and well covered with talc powder. In order'to'forestall .disap- 
pointments the tubes selected as "Btandbys" and their valves—unless ' 
they are brand new:—should be tested by inflating them fully and letting 
them remain in that condition overnlgfft, to make sure they-are perfectly 
tight. The proper method ot folding is as follows: 
Remove the valve- 


plunger and, beginning at the point opposite the stem, roll it into a tight 
ball, to remove all the air, replacing the valve-plunger and cap, while 
it is still rolled, then lay it flat on a table, with the valve stem in the 
middle and pointing up.. Fold .each, half once, centrally toward the 
valve-stem and bring both folded halves together,, with, the valve-stem .. 
lying between them, which will make a compact bundle of eight thick- 
nesses of tube, with the stem placed neatly within it, then slip a rubber 
band around each end of the bundle and,stow it aw.ay, preferably in a 
side pocket or where It will not bo subject to injury from heavy tools.

spoiled, they will have to bo, resll- 
vered or new ones obtained.
